Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words .

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Graham '173. 
Graham shows a system with means providing a pedaling force to propel a rider on a 

bicycle utilizing a system (figure 6) which is composed of two fulcrum and lever machines with 



means to interact with each other in a reciprocal swinging motion as broadly claimed. 
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Conclusion 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Efros £ 174, Anderson c 035, Islas '927 and Bezerra et al ' 1 57 disclose a system with 
means providing a pedaling utilizing a system composed of fulcrum and lever machines 
interacting means to for reciprocal swinging motion.
